Baptist Meet 
in Progress

To a packed auditorium at First 


Baptist church Thursday night Dr. C. 
C. Warren preached on "The Potter 
and the Clay." . Mrs. Leo Lewis of 
Lewisvillo sang as a soprano solo 
"Why 'Should He Love Me So?" Un- 
usual interest is attending the services 
which arc being held at 7:30 each 
evening. There will be no morning 
service Saturday, but the night service 
will be held at the usual hour. 


Dr. Warren brifcly review the ser- 


mons of the past few nights as an in- 
troduction to his sermon Thursday 
night in which he challenged the peo- 
ple to look into their lives and sec if 
they were really willing for God to 
have His way. Dr. Warren read the 
story of Jeremiah's going to visit the 
potter and watching him work. Over 
to one side sat the marred pottery. 


"The potter had obtained exactly 


the material for the kind of pottery 
that he wanted before starting work," 
said Dr. Warren. "Just so in our lives. 
God had a plan for every life, but it is 
up to us to choose to follow that plan, 
Sometimes we do not understand God's 
plan—sometimes we arc baffled by it— 
but always after following His will we 
find that that was the only way. 


"The vessel in the hands of the pot- 


ter was marred. We must admit to- 
day that we are marred—as nations— 
as a nation. We have let worldlincss, 
modernistic trends, selfishness slip in 
and rob us of the best spiritually. 
Christ loved the church and gave Him- 
self for it, but 60 per cent of the nom- 
nal Christians today do not even 
love the church enough to go to it 
regularly. Like to spider which on 
one long foundation thread spun his 
web and then later cut the founda- 
tion, so are many Christians cutting 
the foundation thread of spiritual 
growth—prayer. 


"After the vessel was marred it was 


cast aside. Are we God's cast asides. 
The time conies when God cannot use 
a person who had been so promising 
because he has let too many other 
things come in between himself and 
God. When Saul, who had been a 
mighty man, became so proud that 
God could not use him, He called a 
humble shepherd lad to take his place. 
Are we still usable? Have we tried to 
win even one soul to Christ in the last 
year? 


"God has a remaking time for every 


one of His marred vessels. Sometimes 
it is voluntary. Peter was marred but 
he voluntarily gave himself over to 
God's remaking. 
John Mark came 


back for remaking voluntarily. The 
prodigal son left the hog pen and came 
back. If you do not come back and 
reiu/w your vows to Him, God will 
bring you back. Jacob carried a brok- 
en limb through life because he did 
not come back voluntarily but chose 
to wrestle with God instead. Some 
people today are bearing the murk of 
remaking through 
life because we 


refused to come back voluntarily. Are 
we coming back in a voluntary, way, 
or do we wait for God to put us on the 
wheel again?" 


Aid Asked in 
Garbage Care 


City Physician 
Calls Attention 
to City Laws 


To ull food handlers, cafes, eating 


places and etc., in the city of Hope: 
I hereby invite your attention to the 
following sections relative to the care 
of garbage in pur city. 
s -Section f2. Garbage, Liquid Wastes 
and Rubbish: Garbage shall be kept 
in tight metal containers provided with 
close-fitting metal covers, properly 
adjusted at all limes or otherwise pro- 
tected from flics, other insects and 
animals, and the contents must be re- 
moved as often as necessary to pre- 
vent decomposition and overflow and 
be disposed of in a sanitary manner. 
The use of wooden containers for gar- 
bage is prohibited cither in the kitch- 
en or on the premises. No "liquid 
waste, including dish water, shall be 
discharged on or near the premises so 
as to create a nuisance. Separate con- 
tainers must be provided for cans, 
bottles and similar rubbish. 


Section 22. Premises: The premises 


connected with or used by public eat- 
ing and drinking places must be kept 
free from accumulations which favor 
fly or mosquito breeding or the har- 
boring of vermin. 


I think Hope is the best place in the

It is a clean town except 
for a few instances. I refer to the up- 
town where the principal eating places 
and grocery stores are located. 


The above sections tell exactly what 


to do with garbage and also states that 
your premises must be kept clean. 
This refers particularly to back yards. 
I don't think il would be good for 
business if some of your customers 
could sec these back yards. 


My advice to eycryone is to clean 


up and keep clean both front and 
back of your premises. To differ from 
these sections is against the law and 
I urge that everyone pay attention.

Sacrifices demanded of the civilian

With a population of a million and. 


a half, New Zealand has already sent 
23,000 men overseas to fight beside 
the British, and she has four times 
that many in training at home. Fur- 
thcrmoi;e, she prides herself on her 
air force, with 400 pilots overseas and 
a program of training 1400 pilots 
and 1400 observers every year, for the 
duration.

The weekly manicure should go like 


this: Removal of old nail polish, fil- 
ling, soaking nails in warm soapy wa- 
ter and scrubbing them with a soft 
brush. Then use cuticle remover, oil 
or paste and dry each finger separate- 
ly before putting on new polish. Last 
and very important is to massage hands 
with lotion or cream.

Taxation for the little man, heavy 


before the war started, owing to the 
socialistic policy of the government, 
las been upped, too. Ten per cent of 
the earnings of everyone are deduct- 
:d as social security taxes for free 
lospitals, unemployment and old-age 
benefits. On top of that, there is 
an income tax on everything over the 
equivalent of ?325, and a 10 per cent 
sales tax on most classes of goods. This 
is war. 


Gasoline, amusements, tobacco and 


liquor are taxed almost 50 per cent. 
Gas is now 50 cents a gallon, 


Tliis alone would have brought 


about a reduction in consumption, as 
it's like pouring gold into the tank, 
but in addition there is a drastic 
rationing of gas which keeps the 
milcgae of the private motorist within 
narrow limits. 


Gasoline Rationed 


At the start of the war, a complete 


ban on sale of gas was imposed. Cars 
disappeared from the streets as if 
by magic, causing an astonishing 
transformation in the daily street 
scene. This was a panic measure, how 
ever, and after a few days was re- 
laxed to permit the consumption of 
eight gallons a month in the case of 
smaller cars, and 12 gallons for larger 
cars. 


Obvously this allowed very little 


use of automobiles, so during the 
summer holidays, when the Centen- 
nial Exhibition was in progress at 
Wellington, all restrictions were waiv- 
ed. In the autumn they were re-ap- 
plied and have not since been lifted. 


Each motorist has a sheet of cou- 


pons colored according to the horse- 
power of his car. If, for example, his 
car happens to be a 12 h. p. machine 
of a very popular medium-sized Eng- 
glish make, he has a sheet of yel- 
low coupons, each of which is num- 
bered, and entitles him to three gal- 
lons. At present, Die pleasure car own- 
er is allowed to use three of these 
a month. 


When the coupons are all gone, the 


car stays in the garage until the be- 
ghuiing of the next month. The great-

Twelve proposed-, amendment*, br- 


acts will confront Arkansas' general 
election voters on one of the longest 
ballots in history, State Senator James 
H. Pilkinton told Hope Rotary club 
Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Ebnator Pilkinton and 
Municipal 


Judge W. K. Lemley were club guests, 
being introduced by E. F. McFaddin. 


Senator Pilkinton pointed out that 


the November measures include three 
constitutional amendments referred to 
the people by the legislature; four 
amendments initiated by the people; 
three acts referred to the people by 
the legislature; and two acts initiated 
by the people. 


The speaker outlined the 12 measures 


as follows: 


REFERRED AMENDMENT NO. 30— 


To repeal certain provisions of No. 29, 
that is, to repeal the double-primary 
law and to permit appoinlees lo elec- 
tive office to stand for election. 


REFERRED AMENDMENT NO. 31— 


The highway debt refunding measure. 


REFERRED AMENDMENT NO. 32— 


To exempt personal property from ad 
valorem taxation—up to $50 for a 
single person, up to 5100 for a married 
one. 


INITIATED AMENDMENT NO'. 33— 


Would permit cities of 5,000 or more 
population to vote to levy up to 1 
mill tax for public library purposes. 


INITIATED AMENDMENT NO. 34— 


To authorize cities _tp vote a tax of not 
more than 2 m'ills""to pay police and 
fire pensions, up to 1 mill for each 
group. 


INITIATED AMENDMENT NO. 35— 


To reorganize the Stale Game & Fish 
Commission. Incoming Governor Hom- 
er Adkins has expressed opposition to 
this measure, Senator Pilkinton point- 
ed out. 


INITIATED AMENDMENT NO. 36— 


This is the Rotenbcrry measure, the 
speaker explained. 
It would seize 


much of the special tax revenue now 
going to the public schools and divert 
it to old-age pensions. 
Opponents 


charge thai the Rotenberry measure 
would wreck the public schools, and, 
furthermore, the amendment proposes 
to name the men who will administer 
the stale pension department. 


REFERRED ACT NO'. 4—Another of 


the highway bond refunding measures. 


REFERRED ACT NO. 314—To re- 


quire lhal all personal injury suils be 
tried cither in the county in which 
the accident occurred or in which the 
plaintiff lives. This is known as the 
change-of-venue bill. 


REFERRED ACT NO. 319—A work- 


men's compensation act providing for 
a private insurance system. 


REFERRED ACT NO. 1—A work- 


men's compensation act providing for 
a state fund. 


INITIATED ACT NO. 2—To change 


the law regarding liquor elections.

LONDON — For the last 20 years 


the American way of living has been 
a development of spacious windows, 
daylight in the home, wide lawns, big 
individual gardens and sun baths. 


But if this war continues for two 


or three years longer and if the new 
housing plans now on exhibition at 
the Royal Institute of British Archil- 
ects are accepted by the British gov- 
ernment, that whole scheme of in- 
telligent housing may go by the 
boards. 


For Britain's architects have been 


busy during the last months of civil- 
ian bombing devising houses that are 
virtually .windowless and practical- 
ly bombproof. So if the idea catches 
hold in England and the effect sweeps 
to America, the U. S. family set- 
tling down to a new community hous- 
ing development may well find them- 
selves sleeping in bombproof bed- 
rooms in windowless houses located in 
invisible towns. 


The ideal wartime single house, Bri- 


tish architects find, is a one-story 
concrete and brick affair with narrow 
slits resembling windows located just 
below the roof. Outside, the walls and 
roof would be covered with a zig- 
zag rustice wash which would blend 
with the surrounding houses and coun-

A man 
who is in the draft army is not, of 
course, going .to need unemploy- 
ment insurance while- he is in" uni- 
form; but .when .he finishes his year 
of training ha 'will 'have spent an 
entire year in a non-insured job— 
and hence, for the followttig year, 
will be extremely shy on unemploy- 
ment insurance protection. 


In other words, his year of service 


will simply cancel ,the protection he 
has built up.

The draftee's rights under old age 


and survivors' insurance will be some 
what less drastically affected. He will 
spend an entire year in a non-cov- 
ered occupation. Hence, on the So-

It is in the mature life of Jesus, 


in His teaching, in His earthly minis- 
try, in His dfalh and resurrection, 
that we see revealed the fullness of 
the GospeL 


But that Gospel would be incom- 


plete were it not for its selling in 
His earthly life, and we are able 
lo appreciae the real humanly of Jesus 
as we have glimpses of His baby- 
hood and childhood. 


The strong emphasis upon the di- 


vinity of Jesus has sometimes obs- 
cured the fact that that divinity was 
revealed in humanity. We could noi 
have had a real incarnation if the 
earthly life of Jesus had not been 
in harmony with the laws of birth, 
life, and growth from the cradle to 
tht- grave. 


Here in the opening verse of our 


lefason, we have this emphasized. Luke 
is writing of Jesus as a boy of 12,

and he sums up the years between 
babyhood and that age with the rec- 
ord that "the grew and waxed strong." 
As Jesus grew physically, so He grew 
in wisdom, and as Luke says, "The 
grace of God was upon Him." 


Now Luke gives us a vivid pic- 


ture that far more effectively than 
any description emphasizes His re- 
markable nature. 


And yet, n is not at all an ab- 


normal picture. The parents of Jesus, 
as was the custom, had gone to 
Jerusalem at the Feast of the Pass- 
over. The boy must have been thril- 
led with his visit to the city. He saw 
and heard a great deal to interest 
Him, 
but above all things He had 


come to the city of the Temple and 
He had come with the zeal of a 
youth, precocious in his religious i 
terest. 


The parents of Jesus had started 


on the return journey and liad gone 
a day when they realized that Jesus 
was not with them. They were not 
anxious because they supposed that 
He was among some of the com- 
pany, for evidently they had many 
kinsfolk and acquaintances who had 
come to Jerusalem with the same mis- 
sion as themselves. 


But when they did not find Him, 


they became anxious. Returning to 
Jerusalem, they found Him where 
they might have expected to find 
Him, 
in the Temple sitting in the 


midst of the teachers. 


It is a moving spectacle that we 


have here. If it were merely that of 
Jesus instructing the teachers 
we 


should be somewhat startled at the 
presumption, of a boy of 12, but even 
with the grace of God upon Him, 
presumption was not a sin of the 
young lad of Nazareth. He was in 
the midst of the teachers to hear 
them and to ask them questions, as 
well as to answer when they ques- 
tioned Him. They were astonished 
at His knowledge and His wisdom. 


When His parents found Him, His 


mother spoke as any mother might 
have spoken in mild reproach ex- 
pressive of her sorrow. The answer of 
Jesus is impressive, 
and in itself 


marks the depth and feeling of the 
boy, 'Know ye not that I must be 
in my Father's house?" 


It was not necessary to seek Him. 


The one tiling they could have been 
sure of was that He would not be 
in any mischief or doing anything 
unworthy of them or of the teach- 
ing that they had given Him. 


The teachers might have been will- 


ing to keep Jesus with them, but He 
was a dutiful as well as an inspired 
son. He came back lo Nazareth with 
His parents, and as the lesson says, 
'He was subject unto them." But 
Mary, we might remember, kept all 
these sayings and pondered them in 
lier heart. 


So our lesson concludes with an 


even stronger word than that with 


hich it began. "Jesus advanced in 


wisdom and stature, and in favor with 


od and man."

. Inside, the houses would be little 
more than.sleeping dormitories, what 
with double bunks, sliding shutters 
for the blackout and small high win- 
dows covered with wire mesh to pre- 
vent flying splinters. 


OWeet: To Get Sleep 


"The thought of living in window- 


less houses may shock many peo- 
ple," a member of the institute said, 
"but I think it is an idea we shall 
have to get used to. There is no 
doubt that the blasting in of win- 
dows causes a great deal of damage 
which could be avoided." 


The object of these precautions, of 


course, is to get sleep. These houses 
would be built with reinforced con- 
crete slabs top and bottom with 13%- 
inch thick brick and steel walls. Peo- 
ple . could sleep right through an 
air-raid with comparative safety be- 
cause each house would be a small 
fortress, immune to every explosive 
except the direct hit of a very big 
bomb. 


Great slum clearance units would 


no longer be built along the lines of 
the Parchester and Queens develop- 
ments in New York. There would be 
accommodations for 1500-1700 workers; 
but each building would be long, 
narrow and one story high. In peace- 
time, because of the concrete floor 
and ceiling, a second story could 
be added. 


Community Gardens 


Bachelor men and women living in

AMENDMENT NO. 30 


Proposed by the General Assembly 
and filed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State on 15th day of March 
1939.

THERETO: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, 
and the same being submitted to the 
electors of the State for approval or 
rejection at the next general election 
for Senators and Representatives, if 
a majority of 
the 
electors voting 


thereon adopt such amendment, the 
same shall become a part of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, 
towit. 


Section 1. Amendment No. 29 to 


the 
Constitution of the State of 


Arkansas is hereby repealed. 


Section 2. Vacancies in the office 


of the United States Senator, and in 
all elective state, district, circuit, 
county and township offices except 
those of Lieutenant Governor, Mem- 
ber of the General Assembly 
and 


Representative in the Congress of 
United States, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor. 


Section 3. The Governor, Lieutenant 


Governor and Acting Governor shall 
be ineligible for appointment to fill 
any vacancies occurring or any office 
or position created, and resignation 
•hall not remove such ineligibility. 
Husbands and wives of such officers, 
and relatives of such officers, or of 
their husbands and wives within the 
fourth degree of consanguinity or 
affinity, shall likewise be ineligible. 


Section 4. No person holding office 


contrary to this amendment shall be 
paid any compensation for his services. 
Any warrant, voucher or evidence 
of indebtedness issued in payment for 
such services shall be void. 


Section 5. The appointee shall serve 


during the entire unexpired term in 
the office in which the vacancy'oc- 
curs if such office would in regular 
course be filled at the next general 
election if no vacancy had occurred. 
If such office would not in regulai 
course be filled at such next general 
election the vacancy shall be filled as 
follows: At the next general election, 
if the vacancy occurs four months or 
more prior thereto, and at the second 
general election after the vacancy 
occurs if the vacancy occurs less than, 
four months before the next general 
election after it occurs. The person so 
elected shall take office on the 1st 
day of January following his election.

THAT THE FOLLOWING BE AND 
THE SAME IS HEREBY PROPOSED 
AS AN AMENDMENT TO THE CON- 
STITUTION

ARKANSAS: 


Section 1. The personal property of 


any resident of this State who is not 
married or the head of a family, in 
specific articles to be selected by such 
resident ,not exceeding in value the 
sum of Fifty Dollars in addition to his 
or her wearing apparel, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, County, 
Municipal and every other political 
subdibision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting office, may 
select sucli property as herein provided 
to be exempt from State, County, 
Municipal" and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 2. The personal property of 


any resident of this State who is 
married or the head of a family in 
specific articles to be selected by such 
resident, not exceeding in value the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars in ad- 
dition to his or her wearing apparel, 
and that of his or her family, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or, in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting officer, may 
select such property as herein pro- 
vided to be exempt from State Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other po- 
litical subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 3. The Arkansas Corpora- 


tion Commission or its successor shall 
have power and authority and it shall 
be its duty, to prescribe the manner 
of exempting said property if any 
such method be needed. 


Section 4. This amendment shall be- 


come a part of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas when approved by 
a majority of the electors voting there- 
on at the next general election and 
when so declared to be adopted by the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives.

All-Sttina Camera Will Produce Unusual 
Effects iti Arson Welles' 'Citizen Kane' 


HOLLYWOOD - An all-seeing 


camera Is working for Orson Welles 
in the filming of 'Citizen Kline/' Near* 
ly every shot is a special problem 
for Greg Toland, Jhe boss clnemato- 
graphcr, and some of them arc like- 
ly to look downright spooky. 


Most Hollywood sots have only two 


or three walls and no ceiling. Most of 
Welles' sets have a ceiling and four 
walls. The camera comes in a door, 
or maybe n window, nnd moves about 
the room on a 20-foot boom, or crane. 


In one scene, for instance, the cam- 


era projects clear through the din- 
ing room of a house and into the liv- 
ing room. The lens picks up a boy 
plnylng in the snow outside, then It 
turns to pick up three actors inside. 
When the people move from one room 
to another, the camera follows them 
nil the way. All this requires smooth 
work to keep furniture nnd people 
out of the way of *hc camera boom. 


Plenty of Mlslmp.i 


Welles likes long, smooth scenes un- 


interrupted by the closeups and an- 
gle shots of accepted movie techni- 
que. He'll rehearse his players nnd 
crew for hours before using a foot 
of film, nnd. n visitor gets .the idea 
that production is goinc very slowly. 
Truth is it's progressing rapidly. 


Lots of things can go wrong, of, 


course. I wntchcd n long scries of 
mishaps on the scene previously des- 
cribed. Between each take therc'cl be 
« long wait while workmen smoothed 
the snow in the yard outside and pre- 
pared to your huge bags of fresn flak- 
es (corn flakes into the wind machin- 
es. Finally everything seemed to be 
moving smoothly. Welles, on the side- 
lines, was going through n prayerful 
pantomino. The complicated scene was 
almost completed—and one of the act- 
ors gargled a word in his dialog. 


'Cut!" moaned the young dircctor- 


producer-author-star. "We 
got the 


lights right, the props right.'the sound 
right, the action right—nnd now this 
frog gets a man in his thront!" 


"Citizen Kane" is the story of a 


man told in five versions—through 
the views and experiences of peo- 
ple who knew him. Tile introduction 
of one of these chaputors, Welles ex- 
plains, is a page from a diary. In- 
dividually, as the eye would sec them, 


the words appear, and one of these 
is "boy." 


Net Effect Smooth 


Immediately the letters dissolve in- 


to a rebus-like picture of the boy 
himself, a small figure on the white 
margin of the page. The picture be- 
comes larger; the white background 
is seen as n snowbank, with the kid 
playing there. The camera has been 
watching him through nn open win- 
dow. 
His mother had raised the win- 


dow to 'call to him; now she closes 
it as the camera draws back to show 
her, the living room and the two 
men. 


All this sounds pretty tricky, and 


it is. But the effect, seen on the 
screen, la amazingly smooth. I don't 
know whether "Citizen Knne" will be 


abox-officc smash, but I do believe 


that the Upstnrt Orson Welles is con- 
tributing some important ideas to the 
conventional movies.
